New Overdue 


Book Policy 


At Memorial Hall Library 


Andover’s Memorial Hall 
Library has adopted a radical new 
policy to attack the age-old 
problem of overdue books, a policy 
which few other libraries in the 
United States have adopted - the 
honor system! 

Library Director A. J. Ander- 
son announced that on April 1, 
the library stopped collecting fines 
for overdue books. 

Anderson said that fine collec- 
tion did not act affectively as a 
deterrent to late-returners; itcost 
as much money to administer as it 
took in, and took valuable time from 
service to the more conscientious 
patrons. 

‘The library wants its materials 
back, because other people may be 
waiting for them; and fines have 
not proved to be an effective way 
of getting them back. It is our 
hope that people will act more 
responsibly when they are treated 
in a responsible, mature manner; 
in other words, we are putting 
people on their honor. 

**The same rule will obtain with 
children’s books; and with the 
children the attempt will be made 
to educate them to an understand- 
ing of borrowing privileges and a 
sense of responsibility for books. 
At the same time we are cancelling 
all old fine debts.”’ 


Anderson points out that the 
failure to return public library 
books is wrongful use of materials 
provided by public funds, and that 
strictly speaking, the library could 
invoke a state law whichprescribes 
a fine of up to $25, or six months 
of imprisonment, 30 days after 
notifying late patrons 

The Librarian smilingly assured 
the TOWNSMAN that the Memorial 
Hall Library was not interested 
in invoking this ruling, but that 
overdue notices would still be 
sent and persons with frequent 
or overly long overdue books may 
have their borrowing privileges 
curtailed. 

**For those who feel that paying 
a fine will assuage their con- 
sciences,’’ Anderson added, ‘‘a 
collection box will be kept at the 
circulation desk.’’ 

It may be news to many Andover 
readers that library fines have 
never been a money-maker for 
the library, just a headache for 
librarians and delay for other 
patrons. 

Perhaps the library’s the new 
no-fine policy will reform those 
of us who have rationalized our 
tardiness with the thought that our 
fines would eventually provide 
Memorial Hall with a new 20- 
volume encyclopedia. 


Preschool Eye Screening 


Planned For Next Week 


Preschoolers, four and five 
years of age will have the oppor- 
tunity next week of playing a game 
that may save them from partial 
blindness by detecting eye defects 
early, particularly amblyopia. By 
means of the ‘‘E”? game played 
with ‘‘magic feet’? anda‘‘3-legged 
table’’, an eye screening for visual 
acuity is a happy adventure in 
growing up healthy. 

The ‘‘E’’ game, an integral part 
of the screening procedure, is used 
to discover indications of eye faults 
in children who have not yet 
learned to read. The 3-legged 
table is actually the letter ‘‘E” 
that tops the usual eye chart. The 
‘*E”? appears on the wall chart in 
diminishing sizes.and rotated posi- 
tions, with the ‘‘table legs’’ point- 
ing in varying directions each time. 
The child being screened indicates 
which direction the “legs” are 
pointing, thus permitting him to 
be checked even though he cannot 
read. 

For the actual screening the 
child performs alone; however, 
to enable the youngsters to learn

South Church To 
Observe Office 
Of Tenebrae 


The office of tenebrae will be 
observed at the South Church this 
evening at 8 p.m. 

This is an adaptation of an early 
Fourth Century Office which is 
ushered in by asolemnobservance 
of the Holy Communion, 

The Communion table in the 
chancel is arranged in the form 
of a cross. The church is dimly 
lighted. The gradual extinguishing 
of the lights is symbolic of the 
flight of the disciples, and the 
passion of our Lord. 

The moment of total darkness 
recalls the days our Lord was in 
the tomb and the relighting of the 
single central candle is prophecy 
of the Easter so soon to dawn. 
The rule of silence is rigidly ob- 
served. The hymn stanzas inter- 
pret the devotional significance of 
the Passion, from the hour of 
fellowship in the upper room to 
the hour of loneliness in the gar- 
den, 

The observance of the Holy Com- 
munion on the evening of Maundy 
Thursday is one ofthe most ancient 
of church custons. It was on that 
night, in what we now call Holy 
Week, that twelve disciples were 
with Jesus in the upper room for 
the last time, and that He and 
they stood in the shadow of the 
cross. 

The word ‘‘Maundy’’ is derived 


from the Latin mandatum, or 
‘“commandment” and has refer- 
ence to the commandment in the 
upper chamber when Jesus gave 
the ‘‘new commandment”’: ‘Love 
one another as I have loved you.’’

Valiant Man 


A man who has devoted his life to his country, has met 
his eternal reward. | 

Gen. Dwight David Eisenhower, who led American 
troops and allied nations to victory in World War I] and led 
a nation for eight years as president, has passed from the 
American scene. 

Seldom do men contribute so much to their country as 
did Gen. Eisenhower. 

From a simple Kansas home, he went on to the greatest 
Army military institution in the world, West Point. 

From there he rose in the ranks of the U. S. Army to be- 
come a five star general, one of the few this nation has 
honored with such high rank. 

During World War II, he became supreme allied com- 
mander in Europe, leading this country and its allies to 
to a decisive victory over Germany. 

Most outstanding was his direction of the D-Day inva- 
sion at Normandy which spelled the beginning of the 
downfall of the Nazis and led to complete victory. 

Following his service to the government as a military 
man, ‘‘Ike’’ gave his service to civic and educational 
projects, serving for a time as president of Columbia 
University. 

His country called upon him once again in 1952, this 
time to serve as President — one of the most arduous and 
trying positions in the world today. 

He served his country for eight years at the nation’s top 
administrative post, during which he suffered his initial 
heart seizure, ' 

Strong in mind, wisdom and heart, he was allowed to 
retire to his Gettysburg home for several years before that 
heart which he gave to his nation could no longer endure. 

His last full scale public appearance was at the Re- 
publican National convention in Miami. His address was 
filmed in advance. He also appeared briefly on national 
television on his birthday at a tribute to him from his 
hospital bedroom. 

Suffering a series of heart attacks and other irregular- 
ities, ‘‘Ike’’ kept battling to the end which came last 
Friday. 

We were fortunate as a nation for his presence and for 
his devotion-to national service. 

We are assured, he shall not be forgotten.

‘‘According to the board, well 
water on Andover Street in Bal- 
lardvale will be available for those 
who do not go along with the add- 
ed fluoride in their drinking wa- 
ter.”’ 

Do you plan to deliver well water 
to those who are opposed to fluo- 
ridation? 

Have you provided for this ser- 
vice in your budget? 

If the answers are no, my next 
questions are: 

How do you propose that citizens 
with no means of transportation 
get to the well? 

How do you expect people who 
are disabled in any respect to get 
the water? Water is certainly not 
the lightest thing in the world. 

In blizzards such as we have 
experienced this winter, just how 
do you think the ablest of persons 
could face up to this? 

If this situation was something 
of a few days duration, most people 
could probably somehow manage, 
difficult as it would be. Unfor- 
tunately this is a situation which 
all indications point to going on 
forever, therefore, my questions 
are serious ones and we, the 
people, are entitled to more court- 
eous thought in the matter than 
was indicated in the item referred 
to.

Shortly put, a characteristic of 
a free country is that in at least 
some instances, the opinion of but 
one citizen must be deferred to by 
the political power of all others 
combined, but one!

At the next school committee

Scholarship Program Underway 


Sometimes an obstacle, which 
seems like an unsurmountable 
roadblock, can be turned into a 
starting-block instead, a taking- 
off point for a larger enterprise. 

But this requires a special sort 
of vision, far-sightedness instead 
of near-sightedness. The West 
Andover Community Association 
passes this kind of vision test 
with flying colors. : 

To get ahead of the story, and 
jump over the roadblock for a 
moment, the West Andover Com- 
munity Association is offering the 
townspeople of Andover the chance 
to buy stock certificates, at one 
dollar per share. 

The stock will be offered for a 
limited time only - probably about 
six weeks - starting next Thurs- 
day. 

So what do the stock certificates 
represent? 

Each represents one share in 
the future, according to the West 
Andover Community Association’s 
president, Chester Whitney, Jr. 
Specifically, an investment in An- 
dover High School seniors whose 
solid achievements have earned 
them significant educational op- 
portunities in college next year. 

Whitney, chairman of the WACA 
scholarship fund drive, 
emphasized that there would be 
absolutely no short-term returnto 
investors, -- no drawings, no 
prizes, no special winners and 
losers among those who buy 
shares in the future. 

Every dollar taken in will go 
straight to High School Principal 
Philip Wormwood, whose scholar- 
ship award committee will award 
them to deserving college-bound 
seniors, to help them defray the 
high cost of higher education. 

But where was the roadblock in 
all this? For sgveral years the 
WACA has raised money for 
scholarships thnpugh an increas- 
ingly successfu} raffle within its 
membership and other interested 
individuals and businesses. $1600

was raised in last year’s raffle, 
and awarded as three $500 
scholarships to graduating high 
school seniors, plus one $100 
achievement award at the Voke 
School. Why not do the same thing 
this year? 


The roadblock was a ruling put- 
ting teeth into an old anti-lottery 
law, making raffles illegal. So, 
the West Andover Community As- 
sociation should have concluded, 
no raffle - no money. No scholar- 
ships for seniors. Too bad, Right? 


Wrong: 


Whitney told the TOWNSMAN 
that the West Andover group’s 
reasoning went this way: 


A minority of young people get 
into or cause trouble, and get 
a lot of negative attention from 
adults. The positive achievements 
of concerned and responsible young 
people ought to be getting positive 
attention and support from adults. 


Besides Andover students’ 
academic achievements, and 
achievements in sports, music and 
drama, Whitney cited increased in- 
terest in politics and government, 
and student involvement in rais- 
ing money for American Field 
Service students, a Peace Corps 
school in India and the Biafra 
food drive. 


‘‘We should be paying attention 
and listening,’’ said Whitney. He 
said his group felt it was not 
time to give up in the face of 
the roadblock of the anti-raffle 
ruling, but time for a vote of con- 
fidence and increased support. 


So the West Andover Community 
Association is jumping over the 
roadblock posed by the ruling, and 
using it as a taking-off potnt for 
a town-wide effort. 


Since it is illegal toget members 
and friends to support scholar- 
ships through a raffle, with the 
hope of winning prizes themselves,
